Your name has been given to me by Mr. Edward 
M. Riley, Director of Research at Colonial Williamsburg, 
as being a possible source of help to me in connection 
with the following matter. 

In going through some old family papers which came 
into my possession a few years ago following the death of 
my mother, I found several very old bank notes which may 
have some monetary and/or historical value. These notes 
are so fragile that I have been hesitant about trying to 
make copies thereof, but I am in hopes that you will be 
able to advise me as to the best practical procedure 
to follow in trying to establish the value thereof, if 
any. 


All of the notes are drawn on Virginia James River 
Bank, and are in denominations of 5>» 8 and 10 pounds , re¬ 
spectively. Each note is payable to the bearer, and is 
signed by Robert Carter Nicholas, Treasurer. Each note is 
dated September 1 , 1775j and recites that the bank promises 
to pay the bearer on demand, in current money, pursuant to 
an Ordinance of Convention passed July 17, 1775. 

I understand that my mother was a descendent of 
King Carter, who, I believe, was an outstanding colonial 
figure in the very early days, and the fact that the Treasur¬ 
er referred to above, who signed these notes, is also a 
possible descendent of King Carter, may account for the pre¬ 
servation of the notes by my family. In any event, it would 
be greatly appreciated if you could give me any assistance 
in determining the value of the notes and the best course 
to follow in disposing of the same, if I decide to do so. 

So far, I have been unable to ascertain any possible suc¬ 
cessors to the old Virginia James River Bank which origi¬ 
nally issued the notes, so I am obliged to seek other 
sources of possible assistance.

I received the copy of The Early Paper Money of America 
yesterday. Thank you very much for your kind autograph which 
I value very highly. There does not seem to be much room for 
improvement of the chapter on New Jersey. I would, however, 
like to see the location given of the very rare pieces, or the 
statement "No copy located." Some time ago I examined the 
Emmet collection at NYPL and the Ely collection at NJHS. The 
earliest New Jerssy issue contained in the Emmet collection 
was that of March 25, 1724 (the 3 shilling and the 12 shilling, 
Proc.) The auction sale of the Spiro collection included the 
six shilling note of this issue. In connection with this issue 
it would seem helpful to include the designation in shillings 
(or pounds) Proc. in your listing. This issue was doubtless 
printed by William Bradford in' New York as were the other of¬ 
ficial publications of the colony in that year. The Ely col¬ 
lection at NJHS contained City of New Brunswick, Id. and 2d., 
dated 1791, and Borough of Elizabeth, Id. of 1790. These 
New Brunswick and Elizabeth notes are not listed in your book 
but as Jim DuPont has examples in his collection, I presume 
they will be listed in the revised edition. 

In connection with you listing of the "James Croft" note 
of 1776, I note that the History of Burlington and Mercer 
Counties. New Jersey (Philadelphia, 1883), lists a James Craft 
in Burlington in 1781 and 1790, and a John Craft in 1795, but 
no Croft. A Gershom Craft was a printer in Trenton, N.J., in 
1798, who may have been of the same family. However, members 
of many families spelled their names in various ways in those 
days. 

Two books which I find very useful in relation to the study 
of the New Jersey bills of credit are: The Province of New 
Jersey 1664-1738 by Edwin P. Tanner (New York, Columbia Univer¬ 
sity. 1908) and New Jerssy as a Royal Province 1738-1776 by 
Edgar Jacob Fisher (New York, 1911; Reprinted 1967). There 
is also Isaac Collins. A Quaker Printer in 18th Century America 
by Richard F. Hixson (Rutgers University Press, New Brunswick, 
N.J., 1968). 

Jim DuPont recently told me that he had made the trip to St. 
Louis with his collection and that you had photostats made of 
some of the specimens. I am especially interested in those 
which you list at "Special Issuers." When convenient for you 
will you send me copies (both sides) from your photostats of 
one of the Borough of Elizabeth, 1790; and one of the First 
Presbyterian Church, Newark, N.J. I hope these will be re-

Your interesting letter is at hand and I will try to comment 
on some of your thought provoking suggestions. 

As to no room for improvements on the Mew Jersey section, I 
can only state that I have quantities of additions and corrections £0 
this and other sections. There is no end to finding new facts in this field. 

Giving the location of rare pieces has several disadvantages. 

Some owners would refuse permission, pieces change hands, some owners 
would be left out, some would argue very rare vs not so very rate, etc. 

I believe I might be accused of commercialism if say own rarities were 
published. For any serious researcher ray files are available. As to 
stating Mo example located”, that would be unnecessarily advantageous to 
someone who had such a piece. I can enlarge the Introduction to cover 
the siatter more fully. Mew unknowns turn up from time to time. 

As to using “shillings Proc." in the text instead of just 
"shillings’, I would like a further explanation from you. I do not believe 
that there is any difference between Hew Jersey shillings in 1724 and 
shillings Proc. The 1704 Queen Anne proclamation is mentioned on page 8 
of the book. Enormous quantities of entries would have to be changed if 
"Proc. were added everywhere applicable and it would not add enough to 
merit the extensive type setting, in my opinion. 

Can you give me any further specific evidence of William Bradford 
printing the 1724 issue or any other issues? Should I say "probably"? 

As to the city issues you mention, my book was limited to 1789 
in its title. I did not list the change notes because the bulk occurred 
between 1790 and 1796. I intend to add such a section if the book is 
revised and this involves several other states. 

X have restudied the "Croft" signature and find it can easily 
have been "Craft’. Thank you. 

I am enclosing Xerox copies of toy Mew Jersey small change notes 
as it is easier than locating Jim DuPont's.

Laws relating to currency and I spent most of my night reading and re¬ 
calculating. 

I am writing you, immediately, for two reasons. 

1. The text of the law which has not been published, namely, that 
of the Act of January 25, 1716/17, has a description error in it in describing 
the number of bills and the denominations and should be corrected. I am 
sending you a schedule as to what it should be. Perhaps it was a scrivener's 
error. 


It so happens that I had copies of these early Acts from a source 
I do not now remember but can locate if necessary and I had already revised 
my description of the early issues. I am enclosing a photocopy of that 
revision. I am going to change it further. 

2, In my revision, I mention an Act of March, 1713/14 and do not 
seem to have a copy of that Act in the papers you sent me.

Thanks for the March 11, 1713/14 Act. If I could only understand 
what they meant in the Act! I will puzzle with it further to see whether there 
was a revalidation or reissue or what. 

Unfortunately, there is often no accurate signature authorization on 
some bills of credit, particularly the Continental Congress, I would have to 
read every law again to check the number of signatories. I gave some data on 

this where I felt it was important, but often emitted it as unimportant because 
the pictures showed what was done. 

There was no Bradford imprint on any known New. Jersey bill. All 
reverses are blank unless otherwise stated in my book (unless of course my mind 
was blank). 

The source of my New Jersey laws was the microfilm of the Library of 
Congress which is part of a set concerning all state laws from colonial times 
forward. My notes indicate the ms. is in that microfilm. Most law libraries 
have that set of microfilm. Richard Picker, a dealer in colonial items, also 
sent me something on the laws of that period. 

The New Jersey archives have an October 24, 1739 report on New Jersey 
currency history (Vol. 16, pp 106-8).

I have yours of 17 March but cannot give you a very 
satisfactory response to your queries concerning the 
materials of which you send copies. 

The largest of the three items is a treasury note, 
issued by the newly-formed State of Massachusetts 
Bay, shortly to become the Commonwealth of Massachu¬ 
setts. They are neither common nor extremely scarce 
the problem is that no one has ever taken an active 
interest in treasury notes, as distinguished from 
currency, and thus there is little we can tell you 
it. We, of course, have no idea of monetary 
values of such items. 

The other two items are totally new to me; I have 
never seen anything quite like them, and I would 
suggest that you consult with some expert in the 
field. The nationally-known authority in the field 
of currency is Eric Newman in St. Louis, Missouri. 

He runs a large numismatist firm, is a very nice 
person and is always interested in such materials. 

I don't have a more specific address for him, but 
I think you could obtain it readily enough and sug¬ 
gest you send the copies to him asking his advice.

The 1780 Massachusetts Bay 6% Bond you have 
for L2250in Massachusetts Bay currency is indexed for pay¬ 
ment in such amount as four commodities may vary in price 
during the interval. In other words it has a cost of living 
adjustment. It has been cancelled, probably by payment. These 
bonds were apparently thrown away by the Massachusetts govern¬ 
ment after they no longer were of any use. They are reasonably 
common but extremely interesting. They usually sell in the 
$50 to $100 range. They are in the category of fiscal paper 
rather than currency and thus are not widely collected. 

The two drafts in French livres (one of Conn.& 
one of Mass.) were to obtain money loaned by the French 
government to Benjamin Franklin and the other American 
commissioners. These are the fourth copy of each such draft. 
They were probably not sent out as the previos copie*s were 
received. They are usually more interesting for theif auto¬ 
graphs. Which side of $50 is their present value I am not 
aware.The Massachusetts one is scarcer than the Connecticut 
piece.

"K Z" which I think is understandable, and both cities took a lion 
a Parasemon.

and I think this is probably a similar piece. Unfortunately not 
illustrated. I bought a beautiful stater of Larissa in the sat&s sale. 

You might enjoy having the little silver coin enclosed. It is from 
Argos, a city in Argolis, a district of the Peloponnese. It is not 
an important piece, but not without interest. The technique of coin- 
arrived at the a 68 *® of engraving a design on the square 
S® T®* 8 ?’ lnstead of usin e» as earlier, a rough incuse. 
(Actually the piece is probably archaistic in this respect, as it is 
2nd century BC, and this change was made earlier in most states.) 

I don t know what the crescent on the "A" represents, possibly a cult 
of Athene. Apollo Lykaeos was worshipped in this city, and the wolf 
represents his cult. Nearby, the city of Megalapolis worshipped Zeus 
Lykaeos, and I am inclined to think that this group of wolf-cSts may 
represent a memory of the practice of lycanthropy. Possibly in a 
similar way to that in which some saholars see in Abraham's proposed 
sacrifice of Isaac a dim memory of the days of human sacrifiS \hich 
remained much later among other Semitic peoples.

Dear Mr. Royse: 


You have asked our opinion with respect to a 1739 Higley 
copper with VALUE ME AS YOU PLEASE on one side and I CUT MY WAY 
THROUGH on the other. This piece is listed by Crosby as Plate 
VIII-26. You have advised me that this is from the auction of 
the Prann collection in 1947, and the envelope in which it was con¬ 
tained so indicates. 

All pieces of this die variety are poorly struck. The 
piece submitted has 7 substantial dents on the obverse and 4 sub¬ 
stantial dents on the reverse. The reverse is very poor and the 
9 barely is perceptible. 

Your piece weighs 183 grains and has a specific gravity 
of 8.9. Although this is a greater weight than Crosby indicates 
in the range from 122 to 170,other genuine pieces are in excess of 
the Crosby maximum weight. 

There were 3 pieces of the 1739 variety in the Prann sale 
and I have compared your piece with another of them. 

There are edge crevices in your piece which give rise to 
suspicion,but which are found on genuine pieces of this coinage. 

The color, texture, thickness and other characteristics of your coin 
are normal with respect to other Higley coinage. It is our opinion 
that this coin is genuine and we find nothing suspicious in the 
course of our examination of it. 

We are returning the coin herewith and hope we have been 
of service.
